World Watches Historic Moon Liftoff 


SPACE CENTER, 
Houstor 
( UPI ) —Apollo 15 astronauts 
David R. Scott and James B 
Irwin lifted off the moon in the 
first televised blastoff from it.1 
surface today, playing “Off We 
Go Into the Wild Blue Yonder’ 
from a tape recorder tucked 
away in their lunar lander 
Falcon. 
A few minutes after wrapping 
lip three days of bountiful 
exploration on and underneath 
the moon’s surface, the twc 
explorers made radio contact 
with their orbiting colleague, 
Alfred M. Worden, riding the 
command ship Endeavour. 
The Falcon and the mother­ 
ship were to link up, spend two 
more days circling the moon 
and then start the 250,000-mile 
ride toward a splashdown 
.Saturday in the Pacific north of 
Hawaii. 
The Air Force song caine as 
a surprise when it sounded off 
a few seconds after ignition 


lifted the Falcon from its four 
legs toward lunar orbit. 
A camera on Rover I, the 
astronauts’ 
electric 
buggy 
which carried them on three 
expeditions 
in 
man’s 
most 
rewarding exploration of the 
moon, recorded the liftoff. The 
rover was parked 300 feet from 
the Falcon. 
Ground controllers had hoped 
to pan the TV camera upward 
to follow the flight, but the’ 
camera’s 
drive 
mechanism 
failed, foiling the attempt. 
Nonetheless, 
a 
worldwide 
television audience was treated 
to a sight never before seen by 
man 
—the 
launch 
of 
a 
spacecraft from a surface other 
than Earth’s. 
I Resident Nixon watched the 
liftoff —which came precisely 
on time, 1:11 p.m. EDT —from 
his White House office. 
From Worden in the Endea­ 
vour came this word as Falcon 
rose toward orbit: 
“ okay, 


Falcon, (this is) Endeavour. 
I've got you locked up on VHF 
(very high frequency radio).’’ 
At 1:28 p.m. 
EDT, 
Scott 
reported seeing the command 
ship far ahead. 
Scott and Irwin spent four 
hours 25 minutes outside their 
four-legged moonship on their 
third excursion in an electric 
car tried for the first time. The 
last surface activity brought 
their total time outside Falcon 
to about 
18 hours and 27 
minutes —within 1 hour, 12 
minutes of the total logged by 
the three previous expeditions. 
They 
returned 
to 
Falcon 
almost reluctantly for the last 
time. 
“It’s been great —fabulous 
place up here,” the astronauts 
told ground controllers at 
Houston as they wound up their 
final 
lunar 
excursion 
and 
climbed back into the Falcon. 
About the last thing Scott did 
before mounting the nine steps 


of the ladder running up the 
side of Falcon and sealing the 
hatch behind him was to park 
his space buggy on a rise about 
300 feet from Falcon so its TV 
camera could record the liftoff. 
The thrust from the space­ 
c raft’s engine sprayed metal 
foil around the landing site and 
the Falcon rose straight up 
over the gray lunar terrain. 
Ten seconds after liftoff, the 
craft began a gentle pitch as it 
accelerated toward an initial 
urbit around the moon. 
A 
short plume 
of flame 
trailed Falcon’s ascent stage. 
At four minutes after launch, 
the astronauts had accelerated 
to almost 2,000 miles an hour, 
skimming 
about 36,000 
feet 
above the eastern edge of the 
moon’s Sea of Rains. 
Scott and Irwin collected a 
record 230 pounds of moon rock 
and soil during their three 
expeditions on the surface in 
their electric car, Rover I. This 


surpassed by 15 pounds the 
samples brought back by all 
their predecessors on the moon. 
With 
ground 
control 
telling 
them everything was "go,” the 
astronauts got a radar fix on 
their orbiting mothership ahead 
of them six minutes after lif­ 
toff. 
The moon explorers reached 
a safe orbit around the moon at 
1:18 p.m. EDT. 
The moon 
explorers 
gave 
carefUl attention to pressurizing 
the cabin, and kept their space 
suits op iust in case anything 
went wrong. Thirty-three days 
ago, three Soviet spacemen, not 
wearing their suits, died from 
a lack of oxygen upon return 
from a record Earth orbit mis­ 
sion of neary 24 days. 
Driving back to the lunar 
homebase 
following 
today’s 
motorized 
exploration, 
Scott 
exulted at the view. 
“Look at that mountain!” he 
exclaimed. 


“Dave,” replied Irwin, “I’m 
reminded 
of 
my 
favorite 
biblical passage 
from 
the 
Psalms —I will look unto the 
hills, from whence cometh my 
help.” It was an approximation 
of the 121st Psalm. 


Before takeoff, for the benefit 
of Earth viewers, Scott per­ 
formed a gravity experiment, 
sim ultaneously dropping a 
feather (from a Falcon, he 
said) and a ham m er. When 
they both hit the surface at the 
same time, he said: 
“How 
about that! That proves Mr. 
Galileo (the discoverer of 
gravity) 
was 
right 
in 
his 
findings ... Nothing like a little 
science on the moon, I always 
say.” 


Besides the record time on 
the surface, Scott and Irwin 
added to the record 165 pounds 
of lunar samples collected over

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The United States 
will vote for admission of Communist China to 
the United Nations, but fight any attempt to oust 
National China from the world organization, Sec­ 
retary of State William P. Rogers said today. 
The Secretary of State told a news conference 
that while both Communist China and Nationalist 
China claim to represent all the Chinese people, 
those clains need not prejudice the participation 
of both Peking and Taipei in the United Nations. 
“United States accordingly 
played a loyal and conscientious 
role in the United Nations since 
the organization was founded. 
It has lived up to all of its 
charter 
obligations. 
Having 
made remarkable progress in 
developing its own economy, it 
has cooperated internationally 
by providing valuable technical 
assistance to a number of less 
developed countries particularly 
in Africa. 
“The position of the United 
States is that if the United 
Nations is to succeed in its 
peace-keeping role, it must deal 
with the realities of the world 
in which we live. Thus, the 
United States will cooperate 
with those who, whatever their 
view on the status of the 
relationship of the two govern­ 
ments, wish to continue to have 
the Republic of China repre­ 
sented in the United Nations,” 
Rogers said. Rogers carefully 
skirted all questions intended to 
draw from 
him 
details 
of 
possible formulations for dual 
Chinese representation, and 
whether 
Communist 
China 
might assume the seat on the 
Security Council which is now 
held by Nationalist China.

SELECTING GRAND 
Steel Price Up 
In Wage Accord 


PITTSBURGH (UPI) - U.S. 
Steel Corp. today announced a 
sweeping series of price in­ 
creases to meet what it called 
"inflationary” increased in a 
wage 
contract 
agreem ent 
reached with the United Steel­ 
workers Union (USW) Sunday 
night. 
The nation's leading steel 
company said the 
increases 
averaged 8 per cent on its 
carbon and alloy steel products, 
the firm’s entire line of prod­ 
ucts with exception of stainless 
steel. Other basic steel pro­ 
ducers were expected to quick­ 
ly follow U.S. Steel's lead. 
Effective Aug. 5, U. S. Steel 
said prices of its semi-finished 
bar, rod, wire, structural, plate, 
railroad and tubular products 
would be increased. Tin mill 
products would be increased 
effective Oct. 1, and sheet and 
strip products and raw pipe for 
conduit Dec. 1. 
“Over the three years of the 
past labor contract our exper­ 
ience 
has 
been 
that 
price 
increases ... have not been 
sufficient to cover cost in­ 
creases, resulting in continuous 
erosion of earning capability,” 
U. S. Steel said. 
“To prevent further erosion 
under the new contract, it is 
necessary that we increase our 
net proceeds from steel mill 
products promptly.” 
The increases averaged $15 
per ton on cold rolled sheets, 
one 
of 
the 
firm’s 
biggest 
tonnage items because of its 
widespread use by automobile 
and household appliance ma­ 
kers. 
Structural shapes and 
floor plates, all used in the 
construction industry, also were 
increased an average of $15 per 
ton. 
Specialty items such as axles 
and alloy pressure seamless 
tubing, both of which represent 
only a very small fraction of 
U.S. 
Steel production, 
were 
increased $6 and $57 per ton 
respectively. 


Steelworkers, expressing sa­ 
tisfaction with the new con­ 
tract, began preparing mills for 
the resumption of steel produc­ 
tion. 


Maintenance men were the 
first workers to report to fire 
up cooled furnaces that were 
banked in preparation for a 
strike that never developed. 
Production workers will then be 
called to begin the actual steel- 
making process. 


Descriptions such as “most 
beautiful” and “better than any 
previous contract” were heard 
from rank and file members of 
the United Steel Workers Un­ 
ion. 


U.S.W’. President I. W. Abel 
and steel industry bargainers 
won praise from U.S. Secretary 
of Labor James Hodgson for “a 
remarkable demonstration of 
leadership” 
in 
“averting 
a 
crippling steel strike.” Hodgson 
added: “We are pleased the 
new contract contains a special 
provision to encourage producti­ 
vity.” 
Top industry negotiator L. 
Heath I^arry, vice president of 
U.S. Steel, the nation’s leading 
producer, said the contract is 
“unquestionably inflationary,” 
and would raise labor costs 15 
per cent in the first year. 
Some industry analysts pre­ 
dicted 
the 
steel 
companies 
would

price 
increases of 8 per cent per year 
to keep profits at the pre­ 
settlement levels, thus worse­ 
ning the American industry’s 
competitive position at a time 
when foreign steel is pouring 
into the United States at a 
record rate.

PALERMO, Sicily (UPI) - 
More than 300 policemen staged 
surprise raids on the homes of 
suspected Mafia members in 
western Sicily Monday, arrest­ 
ing six men and f i l i n g 1,106 
charges against 81 other per­ 
sons. 
The raids, which netted guns, 
explosives and stolen vehicles, 
were a continuation of the 
crackdown aimed at crushing 
the Mafia. So far nearly 40 
reputed gangsters have been 
banished to two small islands

suspects arrested. 
The identities of the six men 
arrested

were

released. 
Police said they went to more 
than 
250 
homes 
of 
Mafia 
suspects and 
turned

of ammunition and 439 pounds 
of explosives. They said they 
also found stolen cars, motor­ 
cycles and tractors. Most of the 
charges filed by police dealt 
with the possession of firearms 
or stolen vehicles. 
Hie 
anti-Mafia 
campaign 
began following a nationwide 
uproar over the assassination of 
Pietro Scaglione, the city public 
prosecutor of Palermo, in May. 
He was the highest ranking 
public official slain in Italy 
since the end of World War II.

JURORS DEFENDED 


Judge Says Its Hard To Get Blacks To 
Serve As Angela Case Enters New Course

A Marin Superior Court judge 
today testified that "we try 
hard to get black people on the 
g r a n d jury but most won’t 
serve.” 
Judge Samuel W. Gardiner 
gave his views on grand jury 
selection during a pretrial hear­ 
ing in the Angela Davis case. 
She has contended that the 
grand jury which indicted her 
on murder, kidnapping and con­ 
spiracy charges was not repre­ 
sentative of a cross-section of 
the county. 
“ Most 
Johnny-come-latelies 
are no good for public service," 
the judge said, describing how 
he chooses persons to nominate 
for. the grand jury. He looks for 
those who have demonstrated 
reliability, he said, by activity 
in such organizations as the 
Boy Scouts and Red Cross and 
by being members of bodies 
such as planning commissions. 
“It’s hard to find people who 
will devote enough time,” the 
judge said. ‘ ‘ Y o u n g people 
can’t a f f o r d the time away 
from 
money-making 
activi­ 
ties,” he continued. 
At another point, Gardiner, 
who said he knew many blacks 
through his Democratic Party 
activities, 
said 
that 
many 
blacks don’t want to serve on 
the grand jury 
b e c a u s e 


"they’re afraid of being called 
Uncle Toms.” 
During questioning by Miss 
Davis’s chief attorney. Howard 
Moore, Judge Gardiner said 
that he was “reasonably sure 
that we all had an African gen­ 
esis.” 
Asked if he is a member of 
the white race, Gardiner re- 
p l i e d , “I think so.” He ex­ 
plained later that he did not 
know * ‘ h 0 w far back it was 
before I had black ancestors.” 
He said he “had heard” that 
the Elks Club, of which he has 
been a member since the 1930s, 
did not admit b 1 a c k s but he 
said he joined the club because 
“of the lunches and dominoes.” 
In answer to questions about 
his views on young people, the 
68-year-oid judge said, “do you 
w ant me to define a hippie.” He 
then went on to say that he 
thought between 0 and 10 per 
cent of the young persons were 
the “noisy young.” They hold 
nihilistic views, he said, and

At Bel 
Air. Md., not far from the Little 
Gunpowder River site, slightly 
more than 5 1-2 inches of rain 
fell in a 12-hour period. 
Asked how 
many persons 
were affected by flooding, a 
policeman relied, ‘‘We won’t 
know until we get in there and 
get them out.” 
New Y o r k City had more 
than two inches of rain during 
the day, flooding dozens of in­ 
tersections to depths as much 
as five feet. One intersection 
collapsed, leaving a hole 10 feet 
deep. 
The S t a t e n Island Rapid 
Transt system was shut down, 
at least two bridges were ren­ 
dered impassible by flooding at 
one end or the other, and many 
sections of the New York City 
subway flooded, causing de­ 
lays.

Scott’s 
exasperation with the whole 
thing was evident. 
He wanted to give up and get 
going, 
but 
fellow 
astronaut 
Joseph Allen, at the controls at 
the Manned Spacecraft Center, 
insisted he recover the core for 
the deepest lunar sample ever 
collected. 
"How many hours do you 
want me to spend on this (¿ill, 
Joe?” Scott pleaded. “Just tell 
me it’s that important and I’ll 
feel better.” 
“It’s that important,” replied 
Allen. 
“One, two, three, uhhh —one, 
two, three, uhhh — 
called out 
the astronauts, trying to pull 
out the stubborn drill and the 
core sample pipe attached to 
it. 
They finally succeeded, only 
to 
be 
frustrated 
again 
to 
separate the pipe into sections 
small enough to fit into the 
cramped spacecraft. 
Allen gave them the go ahead 
to abandon the effort for the 
time being, and upon return to 
home base they managed to 
separate one section of the pipe 
holding some of the precious 
samples of rock and soil. 
On the buggy ride to Hadley 
Rille, a gorge 1,000 feet deep, 
one mile wide and 62 miles 
long, the astronauts observed 
and photographed a layered 
lava bed on the canyon wall. 


That 
will 
help 
scientists 
choose from among contradict­ 
ing theories over the moon’s 
formation because the layering 
indicated the lava which makes 
up the plain had formed at dif­ 
ferent intervals 
rather than 
pouring from the surface fis­ 
sures all at one time.

(UPI>—Com­ 
munist China said today she 
will continue to adhere to the 
five principles of peaceful co­ 
existence to establish diplomat­ 
ic relations with all counties. 
An editorial in Peking's Peo­ 
ple’s Daily, the most authorita­ 
tive C o m m u n i s t Chinese 
newspaper, said China must try 
to establish normal diplomatic 
relations based on mutual re­ 
spect for territorial integrity 
and sovereignty and equality 
and mutual benefit and peace­ 
ful co-existence. 
“ The Chinese people have

LONDON (UPI) -— Form er 
President Lyndon B. Johnson 
was never under illusions about 
Britain’s disapproval of key 
points in his Vietnam policy, 
according 
to 
former 
Prime 
Minister Harold Wilson. 
“ He knew exactly where we 
stood on Vietnam,” Wilson said 
Sunday on “Man In The News,” 
a program broadcast by Ixmdon 
Independent Weekend Televi­ 
sion. 
“If he bombed H anoi and 
Haiphong, we would dissociate 
from it and indeed, did so,” 
Wilson told a panel of three 
prominent British journalists. 
“If he were to use atomic 
weapons, if he were to rock it 
up 
still 
further, 
we 
would 
dissociate, but I think it was a 
m atter of British interest to 
take the policy we did on these 
questions.” 
Among the topics covered by 
Wilson during 
the 
interview’ 
were British presence east of 
Suez, U.S. demands for help in 
Vietnam and the relationship 
between the dollar and 
the 
pound. 
He said he thought Britain 
“came reasonably well” out of 
its relationship w’ith the United 
States during this period. “ But 
of course it was a constant 
strain, almost a full time job, 
to handle this from time to 
time. 
“It is certainly true 
that 
there was strong pressure both 
before 1964 and afterwards that 
we stay east of Suez, and I 
agreed with that policy—not 
because of American policies, 
but because I think of my own 
commonwealth 
connections,” 
Wilson said. 
Wilson became labor prime 
m inister in 1964, 11 m onths 
after Johnson was elected to 
the American presidency, and 
was ousted 14 months ago by 
Conservative Edward Heath. 


For Wilson, the Texan was “a 
character, 
a 
very 
mixed 
character—he can be stormy 
one moment, then very friend­ 
ly. 
“But I think basically he was 
loyal to Britain and what we 
were trying to do. And if you 
had to appeal to him for help in 
a 
particular 
situation, 
you 
d idn’t have to appeal twice, 
once he understood the point,” 
Wilson said. 
The former prime minister 
said he was little bothered by 
American reliance on the pound 
as first line of defense for the 
dollar because Johnson realized 
“ th at if sterling reached an 
impossible situation, so would 
the dollar.” 


Scuba Divers 
Kill Sea Urchins 


SAN PEDRO, Calif. (UPI)— 
About 1,000 scuba divers armed 
with hammers beat an estim at­ 
ed 800,000 spiny sea urchins to 
death Sunday in a county-spon­ 
sored “Operation Ocean Urchin 
Kill." 
The Department of Parks and 
Recreation initiated the pro­ 
gram after an urchin popula­ 
tion explosion threatened the 
great undersea forests of kelp 
in the coastal waters which pro­ 
vide food and c o v e r f o r 
thousands of fish. 
The urchins are small sea 
creatures with a round body 
.covered with sharp spines. In 
the past, sea otters ate the ur­ 
chins keeping their numbers 
under control. But hunters al­ 
most have wiped out the otters, 
freeing the urchins to multiply. 
They thrive on sewage.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -U .S. 
Education Commissioner Sidney 
P. Marland Jr. foresees more 
money crises in the nation’s 
financially troubled schools this 
fall, 
“disaster 
level 
curtail­ 
m en t” 
of essential 
school 
services and continuing student 
violence in the high schools. 
He told UPI many students 
are bored with school and “this 
is something we must confront” 
at the federal level. 
Marland’s 
candid 
observa­ 
tions about the first full school 
year he faces as U.S. Commis­ 
sioner of Education were made 
in an interview with UPI Staff 
Writer Craig A. Palmer. Mar­ 
land joined the Nixon adminis­ 
tration cabinet last December, 
replacing Jam es E. Allen Jr. 
.Following, in question and an­ 
sw er form, are Marland’s re­ 
marks. 
Q. Is there going to be any 
letup in the school financial 
crisis this school year? 
A. No, I think that we are 
still in for some difficult years, 
Craig, so long as the local 
school systems, particularly the 
big city school systems where 
the financial problems are so 
very grave, continue to rest 
heavily on the eroding property 
tax. This in my judgment is 
working against the ameliora­ 
tion of our financial problems. 
Q. 
Are 
we 
going 
to 
see 
schools closing early, children 
going to school for half-day 
sessions, more extra-curricular 
activities being dropped? 
A. We will continue to see 
that, I am afraid. And I think it 
is a dreadful condition which 
we are having to live through 
while 
we 
realign 
priorities 
among levels of government, 
federal, state and local. Unfor­ 
tunately, the way in which our 
system of government works, 
we have to come up to the 
brink before we derive creative, 
new solutions. As classes grow 
larger, as programs are cut, as 
essential services are reduced 
or eliminated, we lose ground 
that education has fought to 
gain over the past 25 years. 
Q. Realignment of priorities 
and coming to the brink really 
doesn’t talk about what happens 
to the children caught in.these 
crises. What about the child 
going through school now, what 
does this do to him a decade 
from now, 20 years from now? 
A. The child is what this is 
all about. That’s why we have 
an Office of Education. I would 
add that we are going to solve 
these 
issues. The 
American 
people place far too high a 
value on education to allow it to 
founder. There will be rough 
edges, as we stated. As for the 
child, 
there 
m ust 
be 
a 
regularized system of education 
for every child in this country 
from early childhood at least to 
kindergarten 
on 
up 
through 
opportunities for those who are 
qualified 
and interested 
to 
acquire four years of higher 
education. The modest enlarge­ 
ment of class size is not going 
to critically damage very many 
children. 
Q. 
What figures are 
you 


talking about for class size? 
A. If the class size goes from 
28 to 31 and the community by 
so doing is able to derive 
budget stabilization, —in some 
cities it could be saving two or 
three million dollars —or more 
that proportion of handicap in 
slightly enlarging class size is 
not necessarily going to be a 
disaster. 
Q. Is that one of the rough 
edges you are talking about 
that we will see this fall? 
A. Yes, however, when you 
eliminate 
programs 
for 
the 
gifted and the 
handicapped, 
when you eliminate kindergar­ 
ten and physical education ... 
Q. Do you see that happen­ 
ing? 
A. Yes, these are some of the 
possibilities 
of what 
I 
call 
disaster level curtailment that 
are very serious to children, 
especially those children whom 
those specialized programs are 
intended to serve. They are the 
things that tend to go first. 
They are the so-called extras in 
the eyes of some —things that 
can be done without, such as 
kindergarten. 
Q. Are they really extras? 
A. In my judgment, they are 
far from extras. They are at 
the very heart of individual 
needs of children. I regret that 
some of these offerings will be 
curtailed 
as 
judgments 
are 
applied to drastic budgetary 
constraints. 
Q. What about looking at the 
financial 
crisis 
from 
the 
viewpoint of the teacher. Is 
there still a teacher shortage? 
Will 
there 
be 
full 
teacher 
employment this year? 
A. There is not a teacher 
shortage. We are producing this 
year many 
thousands 
more 
teach ers ,than 
our 
schools 
require or 
can afford. 
The 
surplus of teachers will proba­ 
bly bring an increased vitality 
and productivity to the teaching 
profession. Superintendents and 
principals will be able for the 
first time in many years to be 
quite selective in the numbers 
and quality of teachers they 
engage. This is good. 
Q. Of course, financial crises 
aren’t the only kind facing the 
schools this fall, particularly at 
the high school level with racial 
unrest and increasing student 
violence. Do you expect to see 
more of that this year? 
A. Of course I’m an optimist. 
In term s of tensions between 
races, we are going to continue 
to go through a 
period 
of 
adjustm ent, and this adjust­ 
ment may carry with it some 
outbreaks 
of hostility and 
indeed som e 
outbreaks 
of 
extrem ely irregular student 
behavior. We have got to pass 
through 
this 
period 
in 
our 
history. We cannot simply stop 
and say that because there are 
irregularities and hostility and 
tension that we give up the 
whole idea of searching for a 
true way of life in which all 
parts of this land can live and 
work together. The work the 
Office of Education is advanc­ 
ing in terms of bringing about 
reality in integration, the hopes

Of course, 
along 
with 
racial 
unrest 
there 
is 
the 
problems 
of 
drugs 
in

schools. What responsibility has 
the Office of E ducation for 
increasing drug education and 
what is it doing? 
A. 
We 
have 
launched 
a 
substantial 
number 
of 
drug 
abuse programs so the states 
could launch training programs 
for faculties and specialists who 
Will work with children, parti­ 
cularly in prevention. 
Many 
young people themselves are 
engaged in the contracts and 
programs we are supporting. 
We do know that some things 
don’t work. The teacher scold­ 
ing or authority w’agging its 
finger at your people is not the 
way to solve this. We know that 
young people responsibly en­ 
gaged in learning about this 
grave problem are their own 
best teachers. We are trying to 
build on that theory. A part 
from that, the issue is more 
fundamental than mere therapy 
or corrective teaching, It has to 
do with the way our young peo­ 
ple are thinking, the values 
they hold. I have to agree with 
some of them who describe to 
me the conditions of boredom 
they now encounter in their 
lives. 
Q. And in their schools?

Q. Are you suggesting that in 
spite of all these catalog of 
horrors we have talked about 
that schools might face, that 
probably 
one 
of

disastrous is this malaise of 
boredom many students find in 
their schools? 
A. Boredom is the students’ 
word for it. I’m not accepting 
that at face value. I hold that a 
young person 
who is bored 
ought to get hold of himself ... 
When he says he is bored, I 
have to ask him what he has 
done about correcting it. 
Q. One of the reasons he says 
he is bored is because he has 
no opportunity to take part in 
the 
decision-making 
process. 
Will students have increasing 
opportunities to make decisions 
that affect their school lives? 
A. This is happening now, 
Craig. It’s happening at colle­ 
ges, 
in 
high 
schools 
and 
certainly 
in 
the 
Office 
of 
Education at the federal level. 
Q. 
Commissioner 
Marland, 


let’s talk for a moment about 
experimental schools. For in­ 
stance, we hear an awful lot 
about the four-day work week. 
Is there a chance we will see 
any four-day school 
weeks? 
What is the chance we will see 
any year-round 
schools 
this 
year? 
A. I think there will be more 
year-round 
schools 
emerging 
this year. There are a few in 
motion now, and many schools 
are holding lively and creative 
summer sessions. In terms of a 
four-day work week, it m ay 
have effect on 
the 
schools. 
More and more, schools will 
grow away from fixed hours, 
fixed schedules, fixed school 
years. 
Q. 
Will 
there 
be 
m ore 
education at earlier age levels? 
A. I think there will. Ideas 
emerging in Congress as well 
as in this office will point to the 
desirability of child develop­ 
ment prior to kindergarten. If 
we are going into child care 
centers, this should be viewed 
as something quite different 
from mere custodial accommo­ 
dation for children. There 
should be learning opportuni­ 
ties. I would add that I am not 
enthusiastic about a universal 
child care situation in which we 
make it easy for families to 
neglect children. 
Q. To conclude, many parents 
are turned off about what is 
happening in the schools, and I 
suspect one of the reasons is 
they fear a breakaway from 
tradition, too much experimen­ 
tation. 
Is 
there 
too 
much 
change in the schools? 
A. We are often charged with 
not having enough experimenta­ 
tion and change in the schools. 
Some parents have always been 
uneasy about experimentation 
in the schools. I know of no 
school where experimentation 
is so drastic as to threaten the 
•»ffectiveness of the teaching.-. 
An experimental environment 
is something in which the child 
is stimulated to learn.

The San 
Francisco secret service office 
has found that an allegedly bo­ 
gus $100 bill paid to a Marin 


sheriff’s deputy last week was 
actually genuine. 
When Deputy Sheriff Wayne 
Wright cashed his paycheck at 
the county treasurer’s office, 
the suspect $100 bill was among 
the cash paid to him. His wife 
deposited it at the Crocker-Citi- 
zens Bank in Petaluma and 
bank officials made a special 
check with the secret service 


since phony $100 bills were re­ 
ported to be circulating in Sono­ 
ma County. 
Ben H. Hunt, assistant vice 
president and manager, said 
the plate number on the bill 
was believed to be on the list of 
bogus money. On Thursday se­ 
cret service agents returned the 
bill to the bank, declaring it to 
be genuine. 


Yesterday the bank reim­ 
bursed the county for the $100 
error and offered its apologies. 
The board of supervisors had 
agreed to reimburse the deputy 
for the phony bill.

FIRE LOOKOUTS 


A Lonely Summer Vigil 


From Barnabe Mountain, on 
the eastern fringe of Samuel P. 
Taylor State Park, Leonard Ep­ 
stein can see clusters of homes, 
the fog-bound coast at Point 
Reyes National Seashore and 
the southern border of Sonoma 
County. 


The scenery is breathtaking, 
but Epstein scans the country­ 
side with more Care and pa- 
t i e n c e 
than 
the 
casual 
sightseer. Epstein is a fire look­ 
out, and his job is to spot that 
wisp of smoke that signals dan­ 
ger to him and scores of fire­ 
men keeping the vigil during 
Marin s long, hot and tinder- 
dry summer. 


Epstein? together with his 
wife, Susan, join another cou­ 
ple stationed on Mount Tam- 
alpais as fire lookout teams 
e m p l o y e d by the Marc 
County Fire Department dur­ 
ing the summer. The depart­ 
ment, 
preparing 
for 
the 
season in many ways, also 


hires 20 extra firefighters for 
the summer. 
The Epsteins, joined by their 
3-month-old son, Jesse, are sta­ 
tioned at the Dickson lookout 
atop Barnabe Mountain. Em ­ 
ployed as lookouts at the Gard­ 
ner station on Mount Tamalpais 
are Mr. and Mrs. Glen Saltau. 
The Epsteins came on the job 
June 14, and it is his fourth 
year as a lookout. Epstein is a 
San 
Francisco State College 
student who uses the summer 
pay for his education. 
“ I like being left alone . . . ” 
he said of the lookout work. 
“We have our own family life 
up here.” 
The 
Epsteins 
and 
Saltaus 
keep in constant touch with 
county 
fire 
headquarters 
in 
Woodacre. There, a huge wall 
map is used to fix the precise 
location of a fire from informa­ 
tion supplies by both lookout 
stations. 
Within seconds, trucks and 
men can be dispatched from 


various stations. The county 
department has 56 pieces of 
equipment and 40 full-time 
employees, many of whom 
started out as part-timers but 
stayed on. 


Firefighting, 
said 
County 
Fire Chief Richard D. Pedroli, 
“gets into their blood.” 
Pedroli himself began as a 
part-time fireman at the age of 
20 in 1949, rising to fire warden 
in 1962, assistant chief in 1964 
and finally as chief this year 
when Louis Bloom retired. 
In addition to hiring lookouts 
and extra firemen, Pedroli’s 
department prepares for the 
summer fire season in other 
ways. Fire trails are graded 
and bulldozed and gates to the 
trails secured to minimize tres­ 
passing. 


“We have a lot of trouble 
with vandals breaking the 
gates,” he said. That brings 
another problem — ranching 
stock is let loose. 


Pedroli blamed a small group 
of motorcyclists for much of the 
vandalism. 
The department also assem­ 
bled a new fire truck to aug­ 
ment its equipment for the 
season, buying a chassis and 
installing pumps, the pump en­ 
gine and w a t e r tank on the 
vehicle. 


The county fire department is 
responsible for an area of more 
than 267,000 acres, or almost 
two-thirds of the county. Its do­ 
main includes state parks, and 
the department is available for 
mutual aid calls as well. 


Trucks are kept at Wooda­ 
cre, Marin City, Throckmor­ 
ton R i d g e , Point Reyes 
Station (where an ambulance 
also is housed), Hicks Valley, 
Tomales and Santa Venetia. 
The men in Point Reyes also 
perform rescue operations — 
there were 12 last year — in 
addition to ambulance and fire 
duty.

OAKLAND (UPI) —Evangel­ 
ist Billy Graham drew 51,000 
persons Sunday as young peo­ 
ple swarmed to hear the minis­ 
ter close his 10 - d a y youth 
oriented Northern California 
crusade. 
The religious campaign at­ 
tracted 376,200 persons to the 
Oakland Coliseum. Graham’s 
messages ranged from “Jesus 
F r e a k s ’ ’ to the coming of 
Christ. 
The evangelist said biblical 
signs show the “ coming is rela­ 
tively near.” Some of the signs 
were famine, earthquakes and 
pestilence, he said. 
Graham, 53, said the number 
of earthquakes has increased 
recently, there is an increasing 
drug problem, and thousands of 
persons were starving to death. 
“ Christ will come and rule 
the world ... we will have ever­ 
lasting peace.” 
Young 
people 
applauded 
when he said there would be no 
need for p o l i c e and armies 
when there is peace. 
“ Loneliness is probably the 
foremost 
American 
illness 
among young people. Many 
psychiatrists agree to this. It is 
no respecter of persons as it 
devastates the young and the 


old, the rich and the poor, the 
educated and the illiterate, the 
famous and the unknown, the 
ghetto dweller and the subur­ 
banite, and the farmer. It is 
getting worse every year,” he 
said earlier. 
One long-haired youth sitting 
in the upper deck of the colise­ 
um said, “I have this awful 
feeling inside. Maybe it is lone­ 
liness, I don’t know. But it is so 
bad that I decided to come here 
and see if this would help.” 
He said he didn’t know if he 
would give himself to Jesus af­ 
ter the Evangelist spoke. 
“ I’ll wait and see.” 
But Jeff Bowers, 17, of Sara­ 
toga, Calif., said he had found 
Christ and came to hear Gra­ 
ham for reinforcment. 
“ It wasn’t a mountain top 
discovery,” Bowers said. “ It 
was a quiet thing. I found after­ 
wards the floor was still cold 
when I got out of bed and my 
eggs didn’t taste any better.” 
Statistics showed that the 
Oakland crusade may have at­ 
tracted a record number of 
young people, said Crusade di­ 
rector Dr. Walter Smyth. 
“ This is a starting point,” 
Smyth said. “ Physical and spir­ 
itual birth are alike.” 


Six persons were injured in 
five accidents during the week­ 
end. 
Elias Cortez, 26, of San Fran­ 
cisco was treated at Marin 
General Hospital for a facial 
cut.

Israel newspapers said in 
talks with Mrs. Meir and Eban 
Friday Sisco urged Israel to be 
more flexible toward the re­ 
opening of the Suez Canal under 
a partial pace with Egypt. They 
said the Israeli leaders showed 
an inclination to do so. 
The newspaper Ma’ariv said 
Sisco relayed a promise from 
Egyptan President .Anwar Sad­ 
at that he would order 4,000 
Soviet advisers out of his coun­ 
try if an interim settlement 
were achieved.

'Limited No-Fault' 
Insurance Worth Try 


Auto insurance rates should 
go down next year in Calitomia 
if Assembly Bill 1505, which 
already has passed the Assem­ 
bly, becomes law. 
Also, 
claim 
settlements 
should be speeded up in most 
cases, and the backlog of auto 
accident damage suits in the 
c o u r t s should begin to de­ 
crease. 
At least, these have been the 
experiences during the first few 
months of operation of a limit­ 
ed no-fault auto accident insur­ 
ance law in Massachusetts, and 
the proposed 
California 
law 
contained in AB 1505 is mod­ 
eled after the Massachusetts 
plan. 
However, it is not really a no­ 
fault insurance law. The key 
work is “limited.” 
THE BASIS of no-fault auto 
insurance is similar to that of 
fire insurance or workmen’s 
compensation 
insurance: 
the 
insurance company that sells 
you the policy compensates you 
for your economic loss due to 
an accident. 
The present system of auto­ 
mobile insurance, in all states 
except Massachusetts, is a tort 
liability system. You buy the 
insurance to protect yourself 
against having to pay for the 
economic loss of somebody else 
involved in the accident. Your 
insurance company goes to bat 
for you against the other fel­ 
low's insurance company. 
The exception is the collision 
damage to your own car. Your 
company pays for that — less 
the deductible amount — al­ 
though it may also try to col­ 
lect from the other fellow’s 
companv. 
COLLISION 
COVERAGE 
would not be changed by enact­ 
ment of AB 1505. But the rest of 
the coverage — medical and 
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hospital costs, loss of income, 
and in case of death, funeral 
and burial expenses — no long­ 
er would be subject to the court 
process of trying to find who’s 
at fault and collecting from 
him or his insuror. 


Up to a limit of $10,000 per 
person 
per 
accident, 
these 
would be paid by the insurance 
company that wrote your poli­ 
cy, regardless of who was at 
fault in the accident. If you 
wanted to collect more for pain 
and suffering, inconvenience, 
etc., you would still be free to 
buy more insurance subject to 
the old tort liability system. 
But everyone 
would 
be re­ 
quired to carry the basic limit­ 
ed no-fault policy. 
Although the big settlements 
make the headlines, most auto 
accident cases involve small 
settlements well below the $10,- 
000 limit. None of these would 
go to court under provisions of 
AB 1505. 


MASSACHUSETTS HAS had 
such a system in operation 
since .Jan. 1. A sharp decrease 
in the number of bodily injury 
claims filed there has resulted, 
according to the state insur­ 
ance office. And — of more 
interest to the average driver 
— insurance rates in Massa­ 
chusetts have been cut 15 per 
cent while they have gone up 20 
to 30 per cent elsewhere. 
There 
are 
probably 
some 
‘‘bugs’’ in the plan. It probably 
is not the ultimate answer to 
the problem of equitable pro­ 
tection for the motorist. But the 
limited experience in Massa­ 
chusetts 
is 
good 
enough 
to 
make it appear worth a try. 
It’s up to the state Senate 
(and Gov. Ronald R e a g a n ) 
whether it will get that try in 
California. 


Behr Wins One Battle, 
But May Have Lost A War

Marin's state senator, Peter H. Behr. 
R-San Rafael, won a major political vic­ 
tory last week, but at a cost he may pay 
for a long time. 
Behr's victory came in a 7-3 vote by 
the Senate Finance Committee to ap­ 
prove his bill to preserve the Eel, Trinity 
and Klamath as wild rivers. But to do so. 
he had to outmaneuver the chairman of 
the committee. Randolph Collier, D- 
Yreka. 
The vote not only yanked the commit­ 
tee out from under Collier, but acutely 
embarrassed him with longtime backers 
in his own senatorial district. Collier is a 
political war horse with 33 years in the 
Senate to Behr s seven months, and be­ 
longs to the old school: don't get mad; 
get back. 
The lumber industry, strongly opposed 
to Behr's bill, must have been especially 
distressed that their senator could not 
deliver his own committee's vote to kill 
the bill. The industry played a cool game 
during Senate committee hearings by 
fielding witnesses against the bill who 
were not identified with lumbering. 
But the witnesses were flown to Sacra­ 
mento each time in the industry’s private 
planes. 
BEHR DID NOT have to wait long to 
start paying the price for outfoxing Col­ 
lier. “Object lesson No. 1“ came the next 
morning, when Assemblyman Willie L. 
Brown Jr.. D-San Francisco, summarily 
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killed a Behr bill (SB 265) creating a 
statewide network of bicycle paths. 
Brown, chairman of the ways and 
means committee, ruled that Behr did 
not have the votes needed to get the bill 
out of the committee. Brown did so with­ 
out even asking for a vote or a motion on 
the bill, w’hich has not had any opposi­ 
tion. 
One member of the committee, Frank 
Lanterman, R-Pasadena. suggested a mi­ 
nor amendment that would have kept the 
bill alive, but declined to move it after 
Brown made it clear the bill already wfas 
sentenced to death. Bucking the chair­ 
man takes more guts than any member 
present was willing to show, although 
several of them later said Brown had 
acted unfairly. 
Brown could have been acting on his 
own. but it seemed too much of a coinci­ 
dence so soon after the Behr-Collier 
crunch the day b e f o r e . Brown is an 
avowed admirer of Collier, and the chair­ 
men of the fiscal committees in the twc 
houses traditionally swap votes to keep 
their bread buttered on both sides. 
The bike path bill may be r e v i v e d 
through the efforts of Assemblyman Wil­ 
liam T. Bagley, R-San Rafael, but is is 
certain that Behr has not heard the last 
echo of his win over Collier. 
IF BEHR’S wild rivers bill survives a 
Senate floor fight expected this week, it 
will still have to get through Brown's 
committee. Given Brown's handling of 
the bike path bill, the wild rivers bill 
seems headed for another tough fight. 
Collier has his own version of how to 
deal with North Coast rivers in a bill 
calling for a $2 million study over the 
next 10 years. Both probably will go first 
to the Assembly Natural Resources and 
Conservation Committee before getting to 
Brown’s committee, thus each senator 
will have a chance to kill the other’s bill 
in an .Assembly committee. 
With the liabilities Behr picked up by 
besting Collier just once, Behr has n o ti 
ing more to lose by pushing all the way 
for final passage of his wild rivers bill. 
The political rivers in Sacramento can be 
even rougher than the natural ones Behr 
is trying to save.

New Category of Casualties 


In War In Southeast Asia 


(Reprinted from 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch) 


The tragedy of the American military 
involvement in Southeast Asia will en­ 
dure long after the last soldier falls on 
the battlefield; it will remain not only in 
the history and spirit of the nation but, 
more visibly, in the bodies of veterans 
who have returned home with an addici- 
tion to heroin. These are the walking 
dead of this tragic war. 
Estimates of the number of American 
servicemen addicted to heroin in South 
V i e t n a m range as high as 78,000, al­ 
though a figure of from 30,000 to 40,000 is 
believed to be more reliable. In any case, 
the lower estimate is dreadful enough, 
and the rate is growing and will continue 
to grow as long as there are American 
troops in I n d o c h i n a and as long as 
government officials in South Vietnam, 
Laos and Thailand are able to collect 
their profits from this filthy business. 
IT IS IMPOSSIBLE to define precisely 
the dimensions of the problem but some 
general statements may be made that 
will suggest the trouble that lies in store 
for this country. The government esti­ 
mates there are 250,000 heroin addicts in 
the United States, and adding to this the 
number of troops who are addicted or 
will become addicted and the number of 
civilians who will begin using heroin, the 
figure of 300,000 American addicts by the 
end of 1972 may be conservative. 


At a minimum of $30 a day, it will cost 
this addicted population $9 million daily 
to sustain its habit. Actually the figure 
will be substantially higher since Asian 
heroin is so much purer than the variety 
available in the U.S. that persons addict­ 
ed in South Vietnam will require much 
larger quantities at home. Authorities 
also say that addicts who turn to crime 
must steal four or five times the cost of 
their habits to buy drugs and, using a 
government estimate that three quarters 
of those addicted will become criminals., 
the yearly cost of the heroin problem by 
the end of 1972 would be no less tha $9.9 
billion. And again the true costs would be 
much higher since the 9.9 billion does not 
include the expense of treatment, rehabi­ 
litation programs or law enforcement. 
AS A SPEICAL study mission of the 
House has noted, the production of white 
heroin, the type sold cheaply to GIs, is a 
recent development, one that has arisen 
“in direct proportion to the growing de­ 
mand among Americans in South Viet­ 
nam.” It is a bitter irony that those who 
grow poppies for heroin and those who 
traffic in the drug are the very people 
this country has continued to support as 
enemies of Communism: Laotian Army 
and government officials, South Vietnam­ 
ese officials and Thai military personnel, 
to list a few. 


WASHINGTON — Ttere are three solid 
reasons why the peace issue may be the 
controlling factor in President Nixon’s 
bid for re-election: 
1. A study by Burns Roper of the 30- 
year record of political opinion polling 
shows that U.S. voters respond most de­ 
cisively and most favorably to presiden­ 
tial initiative in foreign policy. 
2. Nixon may well have much more 
going for him than his China initiative. 
The U.S.-Soviet nuclear arms talks are 
making significant progress. So are the 
negotiations over Berlin, and a Warsaw 
Pact-NATO security conference is in 
prospect. The point is that numerous 
peace-building opportunities are develop­ 
ing more rapidly than anyone expected 
and they may well come to fruition be­ 
fore the voting in 1972. 
3. If some of the building blocks of a 
more stable world, involving all the prin­ 
cipal powers, are beginning to be put in 
place, they can’t be dismissed as “Nixon 
politics.” They will be too visibly worth­ 
while for that description and, if success­ 
ful to a reasonable degree, they will be 
too widely approved by the American 
people to be countered by partisan orato­ 
ry. 
WHAT I AM SAYING is that a produc­ 
tive journey to Peking by Nixon, while 
beneficial politically, would probably not 
be enough to elect him under adverse 
economic conditions. But a series of rea­ 
sonably successful foreign policy initia­ 
tives could enable the P r e s i d e n t to 
overcome the handicap of a sluggish 
economy. 
The Burns Roper discovery that presi- 
dental initiative in foreign affairs im­ 
proves a President’s approval rating far 
more than any actions in domestic mat­ 
ters 
is 
particularly 
pertinent. 
This 
strongly fortifies the prospect that the 
peace issue could be the deciding factor 
in the 1972 campaign. 
Mr. Roper’s researches into the ups 
and downs of poll ratings show that the 
presidential curve of approval usually 
rises substantially during international 
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crises following strong action by a Presi- 
dent. This was true for Truman at .he 
start of the Korean war, for Eisenhower 
in the U-2 incident, for Kennedy in the 
Cuban missile crisis, and for Johnson in 
dispatching troops to the Dominican Re- 


TOe'study also shows that Truman’s 
standing zoomed upward with the enunci­ 
ation of the Truman Doctrine for aiding 
Greece and Turkey and again with the 
announcement of the Marshall Plan. The 
same for Eisenhower after his “Open 
Skies” proposal at the Geneva summit 
and after his “Atoms for Peace” speech 
at the United Nations. 


IN DOMESTIC affairs, presidential ini­ 
tiatives bring nearly the opposite results. 
Here is what Roper found: 
“While a crisis in the international 
arena is likely to elicit approval, a crisis 
on the domestic scene is more likely to 
reflect discredit on the President. Tru­ 
man found that out when he nationalized 
the railroads to settle a strike, and Eisen­ 
hower discovered the same thing when he 
sent troops to Little Rock, Ark.” 


THE R A N G E OF PEACE develop­ 
ments which could come to fruition next 
year is considerable. All of these are 
possibilities bordering on probabilities; 
An initial agreement with the Soviet 
Union limiting nuclear weapons; 
The People’s Republic of China a mem­ 
ber of the United Nations and establish­ 
ment of d i p l o m a t i c relations with 
Peking; 
No more Communist harassment of 
West Berlin; 
New treaties of peace between West 
Germany and the Soviet Union and Po­ 
land;

New Threat To Everglades 


THE EVERGLADES, Fla. - Straight 
as a string, mile after mile, the Tamiami 
Trail aims westward. Off to north and 
south the saw grass savanna lies flat like 
a lake, and above it the thunderheads 
billow up one beyond the other with a 
perspective you see only in big country, 
in Texas or Spain or the Ukraine. 
To whip through it at 55 m.p.h., you 
cannot tell unless you are well briefed 
that this unique piece of A m e r i c a is 
besieged and dying despite occasional 
temporary victories scored by people 
who can see beyond their dividend state­ 
ments. And unless you are well-briefed, 
you will not know that the Everglades 
are far more to South Florida than a 
museum of rattlesnakes and alligators, a 
moneymaking tourist attraction and par­ 
adise for hunters and fishermen. 
For the rest of the country, they are 
another kind of museum — a large-scale 
example of how the streams and forests 
are not mere playground for gun nuts 
and birdwatchers, but are also the natu­ 
ral machinery that makes man’s life 
possible, and an instructive exhibit of 
how those trying to keep the earth livea­ 
ble can never relax after turning back 
one challenge because there are always 
two more forthcoming.

far-spaced souvenir stands and idle air- 
boat concessions, runs the Tamiami Can­ 
al. It is one of many b u i l t in the 
Everglades for nearly a hundred years, 
most by the Army engineers. The canals 
make convenient fishing holes and boat 
trails but their main purpose is drainige. 
Unfortunately, they work. Drainage 
has created land dry enough for ranching 
and housing development, and in turn 
these have created the demand for more 
drainage. The result is dangerous lower­ 
ing of the underground water table that 
supplies the entire South Florida popula­ 
tion; concentration of sewage and other 
pollution, and even a shift in the area’s 
weather patterns. 
At last, men of some m u s c l e are 
alarmed. The flood control engineer ad­ 
mit there’s overpopulation on the drained 
fringes of the Everglades. University 
specialists advocate halting further canal 
construction and filling in some already 
built. 
AS THE ILLEGAL slaughter of alliga­ 
tors for their skin was at least slowed 
down, public outcry also halted comple­ 
tion of a giant supersonic jetport already 
begun in the Everglades. 
So now the birds and a n i m a I s are 
taking over the jetport site again, al­ 
though the airstrip laid there continues to 
serve temporarily as a training facility 
for pilots learning takeoffs and landings 
and checking out in new aircraft. A mere 
$13 million was spent before building was 
stopped, and the Everglades can absorb 
that much concrete. Fear of development 
around the jetport, of inevitable incoming 
industry, is what brought the Department 
of the Interior finally to block its comple­ 
tion. 
But these separate actions in the long- 
range interest of the larger public do not 
secure the Everglades against further 
shrinkage and exploitation. The problem, 
as elsewhere across the country, is know­ 
ing where to look for the next blow. 


IN MOST CASES, the oil industry is a 
reasonable bet. That is the case here. 
The state cabinet has given Phillips 
Petroleum the go-ahead to drill for oil in 
the privately owned Big Cypress Swamp 
along the Everglades’ western border 
The company’s authority begins Sept. 1 
Other compames are putting on pressure 
for permits to drill or explore elsewhere 
in the Everglades. And the federal gov­ 
ernment even indicates it will let the oil 
exploiters begin drilling in coastal waters 
along both the Atlantic and Gulf shores of 
the Florida Peninsula. 
If any single business activity can be 
calculated to destroy the very natural 
blessings that have made Florida a boom 
state for half a century, this is it. 
Yet unless the government acts with 
unaccustomed quickness on behalf of the 
public, the oil men will move in with 
their roads trucks, platform rigs, towers 
and the other accouterments of profit — 
including spillage — which will be denied 
m advance and minimized after it haD- 
pens.

THE ONLY RECOURSE is for the 
state and/or the federal government to 
buy up Big Cypress Swamp for park land 
now, before its selling price escalates 
still further into the kind of millions the 
oil industry shrugs at. And if that move 
somehow should take place in time, the 
public still will have to keep its guard up. 
Even then, the exploiters are likely to 
be at work along the famous shores of 
this state, just as they continue at work 
in every state ia the country.

Bit Of 'Errorless' Reporting

Due to several “inaccura­ 
cies” by employees of the Inde­ 
pendent-Journal,

Rafael Police Department nar­ 
rowly nipped the I-J band in the 
softball game last week, 19 to 9. 
Some have said the I-J play­ 
ers lost because of too many 
errors. This is to be corrected. 
The San Francisco Giants make 
errors — journalists do not 
make errors; they are simply 
inaccurate at times. 
The police, flailing baby blue 
nightsticks (suspected bats), hit 
the ball in the wrong places and 
scored many unearned runs. 
The runs were so unearned they 
approached larceny as defined 
in section 484 of the California 
Penal Code. 
The score might have been 
worse had not an I-J booster, 
acting in moral dignity and 
good conscience, refused to 
give the police some of the runs 
they said they scored. 
TTIE WAY the police ham­ 
mered hits past innocent I-J 
fielders, 
ran 
shamelessly 
around the bases and scored 
run after run against the I-J 
good guys (in white hats) was a 
clear case of police brutality. 
Adding insult to injury, In­ 
spector G. R. Green prepared a 
crime report describing the I-J 
players under the heading of 
“victims” as 9 WMA’s, plus 
substitutes, softball players(?), 
journalists.

“suspects” 
were nine policemen accused in 
the report of demoralizing and 
devastating 
the 
victims by 


beating them with bats, base 
running and fielding. 
The I-J players did have a 
few bright moments as Frank 
George smacked two home 
runs, Dave Einstein blasted a 
triple, and Kevin Brown, a P. 
K. (publisher’s kid), knocked 
another triple. Another I-J su­ 
per star exploded a tremendous 
home run but he is too humble 
to note it in his own column. 
Some policemen hit home 
runs too, but it is impossible to 
tell who was who because they 
all look alike. 


DESPITE LOSING the soft­ 
ball game, the I-J staff impres­ 
sively guaffed more beer than 
their upstreet competitors. 
The I-J has wisely refrained 
from publishing the results of 
the game earlier for reasons 
twofold: the game does not 
come under the area of news 
“that is fit to print,” and the 
San Rafael cops slaughtered us. 
(Reasons not necessarily in or­ 
der.) 


Some might say this is not 
objective reporting. Not true. 
Had we reported it, it would 
have been objective (a good 
reason not to report it). 
The I-J p l a y e r s have no 
grudge against the San Rafael 
police. After the game we gave 
them the cheer, “two, four, six, 
eight, who do we appreciate?” 
One of our players softly said

Nixon Sets New Record 
For Running U.S. In Red

WASHINGTON (UPI) -P resi­ 
dent Nixon has become in 2 1-2 
years 
the 
biggest spending 
President in history, and is well 
down the road to running up 
more government debt than 
any other administration except 
d u r i n g World War H’s last 
days. 
In the two f i s c a l years of 
budget managing, though, Nix­ 
on has run up actual deficits 
that add to government debt of 
$43 billion. 
On paper Nixon is able to 
paint the picture a little bright­ 
er. He uses a budget system 
that counts borrowed money 
from Social Security trust funds 
as revenue—instead of the bor­ 
rowed money it is. 
UNDER NIXON’S way of fig­ 
uring, his 1970 deficit was $2.8 
billion and the fiscal 1971 deficit 
for the year that ended July 1 
was $23.2 billion. The real defi­ 
cits, counting the debt the gov­ 
ernment will have to pay back 
to Social Security, are $13.1 bil­ 
lion and $30 billion. 
The $30 billion deficit for 1972 
is higher than any since World 
War II. Only during those war 
years did debt run higher. Even 
so, FDR only spent $303 billion 
in four years to finance the 
defeat of Nazi Germany and 
Japan. 
In fairness to Nixon, govern­ 
ment spending will continue to 
go up. But deficits don’t have 
to. Economists and lawmakers 
disagree on the extent to which 
d e f i c i t s should continue to 
climb. 
NIXON HAS TALKED gov­

since his 1968 campaign. Just 
this Wednesday he urged fiscal 
responsibility as “absolutely in­ 
dispensable” in a talk before 
lawmakers.

ment must borrow. 
If those predictions come 
true, Nixon will add $73 billion 
or more to the national debt 
through deficits in his three 
years of running government 
budgets. 
ALL THIS is a far cry from 
Nixon’s campaign remarks. “I 
would hope we could spend less 
and get better results,” Nixon 
said in October, 1968. 
“In fact the U.S. has not had 
a balanced budget since the last 
full fiscal year of the Eisenhow­ 
er administration,” Nixon said 
Oct. 23, 1968. “The total deficit 
since then and through the cur­ 
rent f i s c a l year will have 
reached nearly $70 billion. This 
is the cause of inflation and a 
major cause of our current 
frustration. 
“The total deficit run up in 
the budget of the Johnson years 
will amount to more than $55 
billion,” Nixon said July 31, 
1968. “The massive deficit has 
wracked and dislocated the 
economy; this massive deficit 
has p 1 u n g e d the free world 
monetary system into a pro­ 
found crisis of credibility.”

WASHINGTON - “When you 
buy gasoline at the service sta­ 
tion under a brand name, there 
is no assurance that this gaso­ 
line was refined by the oil com­ 
pany under whose name it is 
being sold.” 
That statement sums up testi­ 
mony presented at the first 
days of the current hearings 
beng conducted by the Senate 
Antitrust and Monopoly Sub­ 
committee on gasoline market­ 
ing practices. 
It was made by W. Morris 
Akin, director of the Texas re­ 
gion for the Oil, Chemical and 
Atomic Workers International 
Union. Akin made the comment 
in a letter to an investigator for 
the Center for Science in the 
Public Interest. The letter was 
submitted by a spokesman for 
the Center. 
AKIN WENT on to explain 
that oil companies use common 
pipelines and terminal facili­ 
ties, often swapping gasolines, 
in distributing the fuel to the 
retail service stations. The net 
result, he said, is that gasolines 
rarely have any significant dif­ 
ference between brands. 
All refineries use one of two' 
pipelines transporting gasoline 
to the East Coast and interme­ 
diate points along the way from: 
Texas and Louisiana. At the 
terminal, the gasoline is then 
sold to any oil company that 
wants it. 
This means that the gasoline 
that is sold by Texaco, for ex­ 
ample, may have been refined 
by Mobil, or vice versa. Each 
company may then add special 
chemicals which they are ad­ 
vertising at the time, such as 
Shell’s TCP2, but few do so, 
according to testimony at the 
hearings. 
UNDER QUESTIONING by 
Subcommittee Chairman Philip 
A. Hart (D-Mich.), top officials 
of some of the largest oil com­ 
panies in the country’ admitted 
that they use the same basic 
products and swap shipments 
from time to time. 
According to Akin, “it is not 
uncommon to see tank trucks 
from four or five different oil 
companies 
loading 
gasoline 
from a particular refinery ter­ 
minal, oftentime all out of the 
same tank.” He said some re­ 
fineries in the Southwest sell 
gasoline to different companies 
for marketing under each com­ 
pany’s own brand name. 
Several oil company officials 
conceded that the only signifi­ 
cant difference between gaso­ 
lines occurs at the refinery 
where regional conditions are 
taken into account.

By this time, ladies’ knees were 
bared but belowcalf matching 
stockings still were worn. The 
weight of the suit was down to 
13 and one-eighths ounce, using 
one and one fourth yards of 
iabric. 


Women’s “dressmaker” suits 
came along in the 1930s, very 
feminine styles with shaping to 
the body through darts and 
seams and use of colorful flo­ 
rals and geometries for fabric. 
These continued into the 1940s, 
until the man-made fabrics 
came along — and brought 
strapless tops and boning in 
bras. As one ad said, “A suit to 
make the most of what a girl’s 
got. . . or finesse what nature 
forgot.” 


It was the age of the deep 
back-plunge and the Betty Gra- 
ble-type pinup pictures to send 
to the fighting men overseas. 


The 1950s brought in lighter 
elasticized and stretch fabrics 
and a one-piece sheath in latex- 
acetate-cotton 
weighed 
11% 
ounces and used one and one- 
fourth yards of fabric. A two- 
piecer took three fourths of a 
yard and weighed eight ounces. 


They called the 1960s the era 
of’’the bikini explosion.” This 
briefest of all suits (except the 
topless) finally spread from the 
Mediterranean to the Caribbe­ 
an and Hawaiian resorts and 
then on to the mainland, first in 
private pools and then public.

Festival Actor Turns 
To Role Of Composer 


Burglars Hit 46 Residences

Marin Shakespeare Festival 
audiences who have seen Jim 
Mairs onstage this season and 
last will be exposed to two new 
dimensions of his talents Satur­ 
day. 
That's when the troupe will 
premiere 
its 
production 
of 
“Wind in the Willows." at 2 
p.m. in Forest Meadows Thea­ 
ter, San Rafael. Mairs wrote 
the score and played several 
instruments for the taped ac­ 
companiment to the musical, 
which is based on A.A. Milne's 
“Toad of Toad Hall." 
Onstage, Mairs will portray 
Rat. whom he describes as 
“gerganous, sensitive, kindly 
— and wavering ." 
Mairs began writing music to 
go with Kenneth Grahame's 
dramatization of “Wind in the 
Willows" two years ago. before 
he first joined the Mann Shake­ 
speare troupe. He recalls play­ 
ing some of the s o n g s for 
director John Brebner during a 
party last year 
before I ever 
had any idea we'd be doing it 
here " 
“ When 1 found out we were 
going to do it and I was to do 
the score. I wrote in another 
song for Rat," he said. 
Mairs stressed that he sought 
to avoid creating a score in the 
tradition of most American mu­ 
sicals. “There is an overture — 
but it’s more to set the mood 
than to give a taste of each of 
the songs," he explained. Since 
► the play is essentially a chil­ 
dren’s story designed for read­ 
ing aloud, his overture is “a 
tone poem to give a feeling like 
a child being t u c k e d into a 
blanket before listening to a 
bed-time story’. 
“The overture does have an 
old round I came across, called 
‘Wind in the Willows.' The cast 
sings it softly, as if it were in 
the distance,” the 21-year-old 
composer-actor said. 
Mairs’s songs for the leading 
roles in “Wind in the Willows’’ 
don’t attempt to link each char­ 
acter to an individual theme. 
The tunes, however, do use dif­ 
ferent instruments for 
each 
song to some extent, he ex­ 
plained. 
“For instance, 
one 
song is scored for mandolin and 
piano. Alfred the Horse sings 
accompanied by banjo, guitar 
and cowbell.” 
Mairs said he drew on the 
Hidden Valley Music Seminar 
on the Monterey Peninsula for 
help in scoring the play's finale 
for instruments with which he 
was unfamiliar — trombones 
and other brass. 
Mairs himself plays piano,

guitar, mandolin and banjo. He 
said some of his songs were 
created at the piano, some on 
guitar, at least two as he was 
whistling. 
“ I tried to keep it all very 
light and fun — in line with the 
book,” Mairs said. “No Holly­ 
wood garbage.” 
Mairs is a recent graduate of 
the theatrical program at the 
University of California at Los 
Angeles. He wants to continue 
diverse development both in 
music and study of acting, and 
hopes to continue professional 
acting after the Marin season 
ends. 
“I was a physics major my 
first two years in college," he 
said. “One night I was walking 
to the lab when I saw a notice 
for auditions for ‘West Side Sto­ 
ry.’" He said he watched others 
try out with no intention of per­ 
forming himself, but “finally I 
realized 1 was the only one 
there who hadn’t auditioned, so 
I did. I got myself a part, sort 
of out of embarassment!” 
Since then, Mairs related, he 
usually finds himself “playing 
the boy next door — the good 
g u y . But I’d like to play a 
villain — lago, or Calaban. 
That's about as far from the 
boy next door as you can get.” 
Mairs said he cherishes his 


membership in the Marin com­ 
pany. “There are so few places 
where you can do Shakespeare. 
He was a genius for comedy as 
well as for substance,” he said. 
On the other hand, the Shake­ 
speare Festival's current pro- 
d u c t i o n of “Once Upon a 
Mattress” is “all nonsense and 
f u n , 1' Mairs said. He plays 
Prince Dauntless the Drab in 
the farce. He said he believed 
the M a r i n group must offer 
such fare “to keep alive, I sup­ 
pose,” in terms of box office. 
He said “Wind in the Wil­ 
lows" will challenge the actors 
to create humanized animals, 
rather than humans wearing 
bits of animal costume, all the 
while keeping a sort of British 
flavor to the performance.

This 
legislation would apply only to 
Ross Valley Zone 9-A. 
Ross Valley Zone 9-A is part 
of the larger Ross Valley Flood 
Control Zone 9, which covers 
the entire Corte Madera Creek 
watershed from W’hite's Hill to 
the bay at Greenbrae. 
About a year ago. the unin­ 
corporated areas like Sleepy 
Hollow, Kentfield, San Quentin 
Point, and outskirts of Fairfax 
and San Anselmo formed zone 
9-A to do minor creek cleanup 
work in unincorporated areas 
without involving the cities at 
all.

Pediatrician Accepts 
More Challenging Post 


By MARY BURNS 
The need he seeks to fulfill 
and the challenge he seeks to 
meet is in Philadelphia, not in 
Marin. Dr. Festus 0. Adebonojo 
has decided. And so, on Friday, 
the pediatrician and his family 
leave for Philadelphia. 


The 40-year-old African doc­ 
tor will be assistant professor 
in the University of Pennsyl­

numbers in Philadelphia. There 
are more people and few doc­ 
tors than here,” he said.

Eye Budget 


A proposed $1,173,675 budget 
for 
1971-72, 
approximately 
$155,000 less than the current 
year’s spending program, will 
be the subject of a public hear­ 
ing before the Sausalito School 
District Board at a special 
meeting at 7:30 p.m. today in 
Bayside School. 
Following the public hearing, 
trustees will adopt a final budg­ 
et which will include a $61,389 
expenditure for administration 
and a sharply-reduced $568,156 
instruction 
budget, 
including 
$35,332 in salaries for two prin­ 
cipals. Last year the district 
spent $765,430 for instruction. 
Other budget items: $68,117 
for plant operation; $55,690 for 
plant maintenance; $44,058 for 
transportations; $88,448 in fixed 
charges; $25,067 for food serv­ 
ices and $96,687 for capital out­ 
lay. 
The spending program, which 
will bring the district’s annual 
cost per student to about $1,600 
per year (current cost is $1,950 
per pupil) includes a $125,590 
undistributed reserve fund, ac­ 
cording to Supt. Lawrence A. 
Lindberg. 
Lindberg said the proposed 
budget will cut the district’s 
total tax rate by 33 cents, from 
$3 35 to $3.02. 
The school board will also 
select board committees at the 
meeting and consider adoption 
of an u p d a t e d board policy 
manual and meet in closed ses­ 
sion to instruct its negotiator on 
salary negotiations with em­ 
ployee associations.

“I have asked myself, ‘what is 
a man like me doing take care 
of wealthy children — a black 
man with the opportunities I’ve 
had?’ ” 


When he decided to change 
his direction he began shopping 
around for avenues. His shop­ 
ping i n c l u d e d sharing his 
dream 
with 
a 
Philadelphia 
friend, who is also associate 
dean at the university. 
The medical problems that he 
and his staff will face in Phila­ 
delphia’s South Street ghetto 
are legion, the doctor said. 
They include ‘ misinformation, 
malnutrition, anemia and poor 
academic achievement among 
children related to health. Serv­ 
ices in this area are usually not 
available and when they are, 
they are very sporadic. 
“ One of the big problems 


among children is lead poison­ 
ing. They live in houses not fit 
for animals. Many of the old 
houses have been painted with 
lead-base 
paint and 
hungry 
children, with nothing else to 
eat, will eat the paint.” 
The doctor added that drug 
addiction has begun to claim 
younger and younger victims, 
now’ reaching 10 and 11 year 
olds. 
“The problems are paralyz­ 
ing if you t h i n k of them as 
problems, but they have to be 
tackled. I don’t want to give the 
impression that I ’m a Don 
Quixote going to tackle the 
windmill. But these problems 
must be tackled by someone.” 
Eventually Adebonojo would 
like to return to his native La­ 
gos. Nigeria. Although he has 
been in America for almost 20 
years, he is still, in spirit, an 
African, he says. His family did 
return eight years ago but left 
in the face of the Biafra-Nigeria 
crisis. 
Adebonojo was educated — 
both pre-med and medical stud­ 
ies — at Yale University. He 
says with deep conviction “ I 
had certain advantages. And 
the people who gave me advan­ 
tages would expect me to give 
them back — by helping so- 
mone else.”

whatever federal bill is finally 
drawn dealt with access to the 
recreation area, a mini-bus sys­ 
tem within the area, visitor fa­ 
cilities, p r e s e r v a t i o n of 
agriculture, tax relief, appoint­ 
ment of a citizen’s committee 
and the boundaries. 


The 
commission 
said 
the 
county’s major concern will be 
handling the millions of visitors 
expected to visit both the recre­ 
ation area and the seashore. 
Without definite provisions in 
the bill for a public transit sys­ 
tem, the commission said, the 
county would face “ the destruc­ 
tive environmental impact” of 
freeway and highway develop­ 
ment for the visitors. 
Commissioners also recom­ 
mended a system of minibuses 
or similar vehicles to link trail- 
heads and scenic areas in the 
recreation area and the adjoin­ 
ing parks. Auto travel within 
the recreation area should be 
restricted, the commission rec­ 
ommended. 
The legislation also should be 
amended to provide for the 
lease of some public land to 
private developers for camp­ 
grounds and visitors facilities, 
the recommendation said. 


Commissioners, 
noting that 
existing agricultural uses in the 
area 
were 
compatible 
with 
most recreation uses, recom­ 
mended that the legislation per­ 
mit agricultural and grazing 
uses by l e a s i n g back these 
areas to ranchers. 


Citing the impact of the sea­ 
shore on the property tax base, 
the commission urged that the 
federal 
government 
provide 
funds to the county and local 
tax districts affected by pur­ 
chase of private land for the 
recreation area. 


To clarify boundaries, 
ae- 
scribed only generally in exist­ 
ing bills, the commission said 
sufficient land area should be 
excluded from the recreation 
area to allow Stinson Beach “to 
become a viable community.” 
Referring to H.R. 9498 by Rep. 
Philip Burton, D-Fifth District, 
the commission said all of the 
land in the Olema Valley should 
be included in the recreation 
area. Burton’s bill would ex­ 
clude from the recreation area 
a narrow sliver of private hold­ 
ings between the seashore and 
shoreline highway. 
The commission also objected 
to Burton’s proposal to include 
only a portion of Olema within 
the recreation area. The entire 
village should be included or 
excluded, 
but in any event 
should be designated as an his­ 
toric district “ and zoned and 
protected 
accordingly,” 
the 
commission said. 
The commission agreed with 
the provision in Burton’s bill to 
exclude Bolinas Lagoon from 
the recreation area. Another of 
the pending bills, one by Sen. 
Alan 
Cranston, 
D-California, 
would include the lagoon in the 
recreation area. 


Marin County Parks and Rec­ 
reation Director Pierre Joske 
said that inclusion of the lagoon 
within the recreation area could 
weaken c o n t r o l the county 
wants to maintain over the la­ 
goon. 
Finally, 
the 
commission 
asked that the legislation pro­ 
vide a citizens advisory com­ 
mittee. A m a j o r i t y of its 
members should be from Marin 
and San Francisco, the com­ 
mission said. 
The commission’s recommen­ 
dation dealt only with the Bur­ 
ton 
bill, 
b e c a u s e 
t h e 
commission’s staff was unable 
to o b t a i n copies of those by 
Cranston and Rep. William S. 
Mailliard, R-Sixth District. 
The vote was unanimous by 
the six commissioners present, 
although Commissioner George 
P. Leonard complained that the 
recommendation 
stressed 
county objections too strongly. 
“ It’s just a question of strate­ 
gy,” he said. 
Leonard, 
who 
owns large 
holdings around Stinson Beach, 
most of which would be includ­ 
ed in the recreation area, said 
the legislation was “the best 
and last chance” to get West 
Marin’s open space preserved 
by the federal government. Ob­ 
jecting primarily to the tone of 
the conditions attached to the 
commission's recommendation, 
Leonard said “ if I were a con­ 
gressman, I’d say ‘to hell with 
Marin and let’s not do this.’ ” 
A public hearing on the pro­ 
posed recreation area will be 
held in San Francisco at 9 a.m. 
next Monday in Room 1194 of 
the State Office Building, 455 
Golden Gate Avenue, by the 
House Interior Sub-Committee 
on National Parks and Recrea­ 
tion.

Many people take naps if they have the 
time. This may explain why siestas are popu­ 
lar among very young children and the el­ 
derly. Many m o t h e r s insist that the 
preschooler take a 2 p.m. snooze because if it 
is missed, the tot is noticeably irritable by 
evening. Dr. G. S. Tune, a British investiga­ 
tor, asked 40 men and women in each of six 
decades to record how often they managed 40 
winks during an 8-week period. Forty per cent 
of those in their 20s took one or more nans per 
day, and 80 per cent of those in 
their 70s did so. 
‘ IN ANOTHER STUDY in 
which continuous brain wave 
tests 
(electroencephalograms) 
were made, siesta time was 
definitely of shorter duration 
among oldsters. The same test 
also showed that the quality of 
sleep among oldsters is poorer 
than that among younger per­ 
sons. 
These results tend to refute 
the old theory that the oldei 
person sleeps in the afternoon 
to make up for what he missed 
at night.

Uncertain Fate 


For Tunney Bill

WASHINGTON - Sen. John 
V. Tunney (D-Calif.) is remain­ 
ing tight-lipped over a report 
that Sen. Edmund S. Muskie 
(D-Maine), chairman of the Sen­ 
ate air and water pollution sub­ 
committee, 
is dragging his 
heels on legislation that would 
get tough with water polluters. 
It is considered a politically 
sensitive matter because Mu­ 
skie, frontrunner for the Demo­ 
cratic Presidential nomination, 
has built a reputation as a lead­ 
er in the field of anti-pollution 
legislation. 
Muskie’s aides deny the sena­ 
tor is t r y i n g to water down 
Tunney’s proposals. They say 
he simply is giving them care­ 
ful consideration. 
All of this is going on behind 
closed doors as the subcommit­ 
tee attempts to write water pol­ 
lution legislation. It may be 
another week before a report is 
issued. 
Tunney and his aides refuse 
to say exactly what he has pro­ 
posed. A comparison with the 
final bill as it comes out of the 
subcommittee would reveal any 
compromises forced by Muskie. 
It is known, however, that Tun­ 
ney opposes any compromise. 
Basically, Tunney’s amend­ 
ments would set a minimum 
water quality standard for al­ 
most all of the nation’s water­ 
ways. The standard would go 
into effect in 1976, with special 
cases receiving extensions up to 
1980. 
One of the toughest aspects of 
Tunney’s package is a require­ 
ment that industries, and mu­ 
nicipalities prove that they are 
not polluting lakes, rivers and 
streams. Presently, it is up to

government agencies to prove 
that pollution is occuring. 
Muskie has been criticized by 
Environmental Action, a con­ 
servation lobby, for allegedly 
failing to support Tunney’s 
amendments. A spokesman for 
the group said Muskie “should 
have proposed these tougher 
standards, but instead it took a 
freshman senator to propose 
them.” 
An aide to Muskie said his 
lengthy study of T u n n e y ’s 
amendments was solely to de­ 
termine if they would achieve 
the goals sought by the Maine 
senator. 
“We’re concerned, for exam­ 
ple,” said Leon Billings, Mu­ 
skie’s subcommittee aide, “that 
with the possibility of so many 
exemptions the way the (Tun­ 
ney) legislation now stands, it 
might not be meaningful.” 
Muskie, who normally is a 
cautious and private legislator, 
was reported to have been fu­ 
rious over leaks regarding his 
subcommittee’s deliberations.

No Funds 
To Poy 
The Bills 


HARRISBURG, Pa. (UPI>- 
The state of Pennsylvania, vic­ 
timized 
by conflicts among 
squabbling politicans, lost its 
legal power to spend money for 
the second time in five months. 
A $160 million emergency ap­ 
propriation ran out at midnight 
Saturday. The state was unable 
to pay its bills today. Gov. Mil­ 
ton J. Shapp asked state em­ 
ployes 
to continue 
working 
without paychecks, and state 
suppliers to continue delivery 
without payments. A similar 
fiscal crisis occurred briefly in 
March. 
State legislators, returning to 
their desks here t o d a y , ap­ 
peared ready to pass an $83.4 
million stop-gap appropriation 
to carry the state through Aug. 
15. 
But Gov. Shapp said: "Even 
if there were another stop-gap 
appropriations bill available, I 
would not sign it.” 
“ I have said consistently I 
will not tolerate the crisis-to- 
cnsis operation of state govern­ 
ment which was the hallmark 
of the previous administra­ 
tion,” he said. “ Those make­ 
shift 
methods 
of 
financing 
drove the Commonwealth to 
bankruptcy.” 
Shapp’s threat to veto a stop­ 
gap appropriation was seen as 
another attempt to force the 
legislature to pass a state in­ 
come tax. 
For the entire nine months of 
his administration, Shapp has 
been fighting for such a tax. 
One tax proposal was rejected 
by the state legislature. Anoth­ 
er was invalidated by the state 
supreme court. Now the legisla­ 
ture has before it a 2.5 per cent 
flat income tax proposal, de­ 
signed to meet the courts’ rigid 
interpretation of Pennsylvan­ 
ia's constitution ban on a grad­ 
uated income tax. 
A badly divided Democratic 
delegation in the state’s lower 
house refused to deal with ei­ 
ther the income tax, or Shapp’s 
proposed budget, until the legis­ 
lature passed school subsidy in­ 
creases. But they could not 
agree on what kind of increases 
they w anted. 
The state Senate has already- 
passed by one vote a trimmed 
version of Shapp’s budget, de­ 
spite anguished objections that 
the senators were thus forcing 
themselves to pass his income 
tax. But any additions by the 
House 
for 
school 
subsidies 
would require the Senate to 
pass the budget again.

Ernie Galliani blasted a 250-

Nicklaus 
Benefit? 


LIGNIER, Pa. (UPD- Bruce 
Crampton has the right name 
for the PGA Team Champion­ 
ship. He t h i n k s it should be 
called 
“ the Palmer-Nicklaus 
benefit.” 
For their parts, Arnold Palm­ 
er and Jack N i c k l a u s are 
agreeable. 
They shot 65 and 66 Sunday in 
the final two r o u n d s of this 
year’s chamionship to win the 
better-ball even by a record six 
strokes. 
But even though their 257 to­ 
tal for 72 holes was a whopping 
27 under par, everone wanted to 
talk more about the weather 
than about the golf when they 
were finished. 
Weather was the story of this 
year’s tournament. 
It rained Thursday. It rained 
Friday. It rained Saturday, and 
it rained Sunday, forcing a 
21-minute delay before Palmer 
and Nicklaus could complete 
the final two holes and collect 
their checks for $20,000 each. 
“ It’s disappointing that the 
weather was so bad,” Palmer 
said. “ But I ’ve seen it worse. 
“ I’ve seen it where you could 
not, literally could not, putt the 
ball on the greens at all. In the 
British Open, I’ve seen it where 
you had to chip it.” 
Perhaps in that observation, 
P a l m e r had the key to the 
whole tournament. Only if they 
had made Palmer and Nicklaus 
play without putters, maybe 
using chipping irons on the 
green, would the tournament 
have been a race. 
What little challenge there 
was came from oldtimers Ju­ 
lius Boros and Bill Collins, who 
moved within two strokes twice 
in Sunday’s third round before 
f a d i n g to a second place tie 
with Bob Charles and Bruce 
Devlin at 21-under-par 263. 
The teams of Bob Smith-John 
Schlee and Miller Barber -Don 
January tied for fourth at 264 
and brothers Mike and Dave 
H ill were all alone at 265. 
Nicklaus made six birdies 
and P a l m e r one in Sunday 
morning’s 65, and in the after­ 
noon 66 each player made three 
birdies. Theyhad a chance to tie 
the tournament record of 256 
they set in 1966 but failed, tak­ 
ing a bogey five on the soggy 
18th. 
The winners played the final 
two rounds Sunday with the dis­ 
consolate Crampton and Orville 
Moody. Moody and Crampton 
were only five shots behind at 
the start of the day but they 
¡shot a miserable 72 and 74 and 
finished 20 behind. 
By No. 17, Crampton was so 
discouraged that he actually 
did use 
chipping iron on the 
water-logged green.
